presented to you for your “research.” 
That is not supposed to be a joke but is 
certainly an affront to the intelligence of 
every S.F. taxpayer. 

This present line item budget focuses 
on every pencil, every salary, every paper 
clip, but there is no way of determining 
what these figures mean as to city 
services. In other words, there is NO 
answer as to what city expenses deliver in 
relation to specific programs or service 
activities such as enforcement costs of 
victimless crime laws which include 
homosexuality. 

Reform of our budget and the budget 
process could be an effective tool for 
political action organizations. Groups 
concerned about doing something 
constructive on issues affecting their 
welfare could use cost factors, when 
known as a persuasive arguement for 
change. Suppose that through program 
budgeting, instead of the present line 
item system, a budget analysis 
determined that it cost the city of San 
Francisco $50,000.00 every time the 
police arrested, the D.A. prosecuted and 
the courts tried a homosexual for a 
victimless crime; this could be a very 
effective argument against pursuing 
victimless homosexual criminals. 

The first step to watch for is the new 
neighborhood hearings on S.F. budget 
matters. This will take place shortly after 
February of this year. 

As yet, it is not clear if these hearings 
will have any real impact on how the 
budget is finally set; this depends on 
whether our Supervisors make an effort 
to respond to what these hearings 
produced. But it behooves every Gay 
person who wishes to start making an 
impact on how our city operates in 
relation to Gay issues to testify at these 
neighborhood meetings on police 
priorities in spending funds. When these 
meetings are set, we shall let you know. 

An invaluable aid in starting to 
research San Francisco’s budget would be 
to obtain the manual titled 
“Understanding San Francisco’s Budget, 
put out by, The San Francisco Study 
Center, 1095 Market Street, Room 204, 
San Francisco, 94101. 

With the squeeze already being felt for 
city funds, a pointing out where 
justifiable valuable, cuts might be made in 
expenses could make a great impact on 
stopping homosexuals being harassed.

Unfortunately 
every fairy prince I’ve ever encountered 
left me pumpkined: my feet awash in 
yesterday’s newsprint - night-end light 
bulbs going out and dawn refusing to 
break - standing among street-sweeps, 
grisly taxi drivers, ashen waiters listing 
homeward. Five AM with time for a final 
cognac. And yet... along le Boul’ Mich’ 
there’s room enough for fancies ending 
and days beginnings; room for Knights 
Errant, For glass slippers, for ugly step 
sisters (feet too big, eyes too wide). And 
always room for another Cinderella... and 
another fairy’s tale. Some gold dust 
please. # 

Cafe Deux Maggots, 

St. Germain de Pres, 

August, 1972 

Squeezed uncomfortably amid the 
restless eyes, the clopping of gold bangles 
and weighty pendants, amid the 


continuous flurry of entrances and exits. 
Un Monde fou noticing and hoping to be 
noticed; the outrageous vying with 
sedater patrons closeted behind sun 
glasses or Paris Soir. The acid stench of 
Gaulois cigarettes, the frantic leaps of 
traffic, the gaudy, gawking passers bye. 
Paris ever-changing: this year’s faces 
laquered Chinese red, Le Drug Store 
across the Boulevard St. Michel, new, 
busy, with a hot facade of smoky glass 
and gleaming bronze. Who could itemize 
the fabled names that have hunched over 
these rickety tables: the artists, 
entertainers, writers, designers, 
revolutionaries, film stars and those 
flickering in hope, intellectuals, royalty 
(some up, some down and out). Paris 
ever-the-same: too heady for provincial 
Americans, for me. 1956, my first visit to 
the Cafe Deux Maggots, scandalously 
romanced by a photographer for the 
house of Dior. 1961, a six foot German 
ballet dancer held my hand under the 
table, insisting I go to Berlin. 1967, my 
summer Dutch lover, Tim, glaring 
jealously whenever my eyes wandered 
among the tables. 1972, a gagle of silly 
step-sisters. Helas, c’est la guerre! 

Our French host suggested we go to a 


bar on the Rue de Tabac. Agreed! We 
found there more tourists, hustlers... loud 
music and too many over-priced drinks. 
After a while my friends wandered away ' 
or back to the hotel. I stayed to drift... 

At some point the bartender placed a 
drink in front of me, “From an admirer. 

I snapped out of my stupor, “Thank you, 
from whom may I ask?” “I cannot tell 
you that,” he replied and moved away 
down the bar. Well, 1 thought, time will 
tell. Time WAS: I would have sent it 
back; time NOW: thanks world for small 
kindnesses. 

“My name is Gunter; would you like 
to go with me to another bar... one on 
the Right Bank?” 1 turned to the soft 
German voice on my left: Blond, early 
30’s, nice face, round... chin not too 
strong. I hemmed and hawed, not so 
much that I wasn’t impressed, but I had 
no desire to get marooned in some far off 
corner of the city. It was late; I was near 
my hotel. “I don’t like this place,” he 
continued, “I shouldn’t be here.” 

“Neither should 1,” I added. He asked 
me where I was from and what I did and 
where I was staying (a lot of questions) 
and would I like to come to his place. He 
ordered more drinks; we could take a 
taxi... it wasn’t that far. I, for some 
reason, stalled, “Was it you who sent over 
a drink earlier?” 

“Yes, you were the only person in 
here worth buying a drink...” Caution 
and fatague melted away with the 
flattery; 1 knew I should have been 
soberer before wandering off into the 
labyrinth of Paris. I followed him outside; 
a cab was hailed. 1 told myself to be alert, 
remember which way we were going in 
case I had to thread my way back. 
Charming guy — too much charm, I 
thought. 

I couldn’t follow the streets we took; 

I tried, but the taxi driver was an aged 
woman (Estelle Winwood’s double). Her 
hat was half driver’s cap, halt cabbage 
rose, and seated next to her was a gigantic 
Doberman pinscher. Between snatches ot 
conversation in French with Gunter, she 
and her dog-companion were sharing their 
lunch — a huge salami sandwich! It was 
all too unreal... uncanny... as I lost all 
sense of where we were going. A dark 
street, a black renaissance building; we 
stepped out of the taxi, through an 
ancient wooden door, and into a darker 
cobbled-stone courtyard. Not only was I 
lost, but apprehension began to mount as 











Gunter asked me to be quiet and careful. 
“Damn fool,” 1 said to'myself as we made 
our way through what smelled and felt 
like a laundry... then a pantry... then 
another. As we mounted some stairs, 1 
consoled myself that at least 1 wouldn’t 
be found strangled in a basement. Kitchen 
smells now ... then more pantries; he 
pushed through into a large long room - 
my left hand groped ahead in the dark, 
while my right counted ten chairs along a 
long table. A dining room... Whose? Is he 
somebody’s cook, a butler with the 
family away (or asleep...?) Another room, 
he stopped, switched on the lights - 1 was 
in a museum or a palace or somebody’s 
living room - on the wall facing me were 
two gigantic paintings: The Sun King 
flanked by Louis XV. I turned right to 
stare into the eyes of Henry VIII. 
“Fabulous,” I muttered. “It’s a very 
important painting,” Gunter offered. 
(How nice to have your very own 10’x5’ 
Holbein I mused) He went to get me a 
drink and was gone a long time; I felt 
very small, very isolated, very ill-at-ease 
and very drunk. Belting my double scotch, 

1 asked who lived here. “I do and my 
parents.” “Oh, and where are they?” 
“Upstairs.” “Oh,” was all 1 could muster, 
not feeling any more at home and less so 
when he ushered me nto the adjoining 
library with a mamoth Charles V keeping 
guard from the far wall. 

“Use the garden if you want to...” I 
stepped out onto a roof terrace, the size 
of a tennis court; the moon shone 
dappled-blue on the walnut-sized gravel - 
too unsteady. So I pissed against a boxed 
hedge. 

The details of who and what and why 
were a toreent of decrowned heads, super 
celebrities, Rothschilds, Rockefellers, 
Krupps... another drink... His bed was 
shaped like a giant trireme; giddily I 
wondered if it had sails, but I had to piss 
again - this time in a totally mahogany 
and marble bathroom. I crawled into the 
bed/boat, thinking about our possible 
ports of call, AND could not get an 
erection (for the FIRST time in my entire 
life) promptly fell asleep and (as I was 
later told) snored my way out of Oz. A 
gentle waking...” Paul-Francois... I’m 
afraid you can’t stay.” “Yes, yes... of 
course... I understand...” 

He led me down the darkened passages 
and out onto the sidewalk; a taxi waited. 

“Will I see you again?” I asked, as if I 
could redeem myself. 


“I know where to find you.... should I 
wish.” 

“But I’m leaving Paris the day after 
tomorrow.” 

“Quel damage, mon bel americain... 
bon nuit.” 

“Au revoir... Driver, je voudrais aller a 
Boulevard St. Michel.” 

“Oui, monsieur.” Gunter paid the 
driver before we pulled away. I couldn’t 
go back to my hotel, not yet, I had to 
sort it all out. Heart sore, embarrassed, 
beginning to be hung over, I had the 
driver let me out in front of a seedy 
all-night bar (a cognac to cap the night 
and a coffee to wake the dawn). I set out 
for the HOTEL Espoir in a foul mood, 
kicking at trash and cats on their last 
forage of the night. Tears welled and 
spilled over, perhaps for myself, for 
fucking up what I might have had, 
perhaps for all the world’s Cinderellas 
who have so much to learn, perhaps too 
fo all the Prince Charmings who have, 
after all, so little to give - after the Mark 
Cross luggage, after the Tiffany paper 
weight, after the round trip air tickets. 

At the desk in my 3rd class hotel, 1 
lingered over collecting my keys and 
messages ( not that I ever got any). The 
night clerk was about 19 with violet, 
sleep-rubbed eyes. His fingers were 
saffron from nicotine; the yellow acrid 
smoke of Gaulois hung about the 
closet-sized lobby. I asked 
Claude-Philippe what time he finished 
work.:, he wanted so much to see San 
Francisco. 

I watched deeply, affectionately, as 
his pumpkin world began transforming to 
a gold and crystal coach. Claude’s violet 
eyes caught a rising sun beam and glowed 
“Oui,” and soon... I would be waiting for 
him; we could have breakfast together. I 
flashed my brilliant American teeth — the 
full rope of natural pearls - they never 
failed me, nor would I fail 
Claude-Philippe. 

Fable demanded I never find out who 
Gunter actually was; he could have been a 
Hapsburg; he could have been a hotel 
clerk. My fancy choses the former, for 
Prince Charmings are the stuff of dreams 
and legends, the yeast of life that bursts 
pumpkins into spun gold and starry 
glitter. For Claude-Philippe I might have 
been the Shiek of Araby... and who 
knows... during those sun-drenched hours 
maybe I really was...

CINEMATTACHINE 


Films resume in private dub 


SAN FRANCISCO—Gay film 
showings by Mattachine Society 
here do not constitute a theatrical 
presentation under city codes and 
therefore do not require a permit, 
according to a ruling handed down 
by Municipal Court Judge Mary 
Pajalich on Jan. 16. 

Officer Gregary Cash of the San 
Francisco Police Department 
testified that Cinemattachine’s 
screening room comprised only 500 
square feet of floor space. City codes 
requiring theater permits apply to 
areas of 1500 or more square feet. 

Upon this disclosure and a 
motion by defense attorney Evander 
C. Smith, Judge Pajalich dismissed 
the action against Mattachine 
Executive Director Harold L. Call, 
charged with violation of the San 


Francisco fire code. 

On Aug. 25, 1973, Call was cited 
by San Francisco police for not 
having a fire inspection and permit 
for the Mattachine Society’s 
operation of Cinemattachine at 386 
EIJis St. Cinemattachine was or¬ 
dered closed while the permit ap¬ 
plication was in the works. The 
police Permit Bureau denied the ap¬ 
plication On Oct. 3. On Nov. 12, the 
San Francisco Board of Permit Ap¬ 
peals concurred in the SFPD denial. 
At that meeting, board Chairman 
Peter Boudoures shouted that he 
“voted no, and if I had 10 votes, I’d 
vote no 10 times.” 

“I hate those things,” he 
declared, referring to the explicit 
sex films which had been shown at 
Cinemattachine. 


During this period, Call was con¬ 
verting Mattachine’s building into a 
private club which would be cen¬ 
tered around presentation of gay 
films and the Mattachine Newsreel, 
films covering local gay community 
events, as well as those elsewhere. 

Titled “The Seven Committee,” 
the club began receiving mem¬ 
berships in December, and at the 
same time resumed the Cinemat¬ 
tachine movies. Call also instituted 
city-approved alterations to the 
premises where the club is located, 
adding showers, lockers, a music 
room, TV lounge, gay information 
center, box office for gay com¬ 
munity events, group travel facili¬ 
ties, and special projects for mem¬ 
bers.

SERPICO 

I, for one, am just a little tired of the 
“police drama” film (“Magnum Force,” 
“Seven Ups,” “Laughing Policeman” et 
al) and so 1 wasn’t looking forward to the 
screening of Paramount’s latest epic, 
“Serpico.” It is with great relief and 
enjoyment that I can say that this is not 
your run-of-the-mill police movie. 


“Serpico” (currently at the Cinema 21 
and UA Stonestown) is not really a 
picture about the exploits of the police 
department - in New York this time. But 
rather the film is a character study of a 
man who wants to be an honest cop. 
Played with great sincerity by Al Pacino, 
“Serpico” - the man, and “Serpico” - 
the cop, become a character that 
commands the attention and the respect 
of the audience. 

The story centers around the 
problems that confront Officer Serpico as 
he has to battle the forces of corruption 
- not in the outside world but within his 
own police department. He finds 
corruption on every level and becomes a 
man hunted within his own circle. It is a 
“right on” film in every sense of the word 
(an “R” rating). It’s a dramatization of 
the real life fight of Frank Serpico against 
the crooked cops of the New York Police 
Department. 

The film opens with Serpico (Pacino) 
being shot in the head during a narcotics 
raid in 1971. The film then flashes back 
to eleven years previous and Serpico’s 
graduation from the Police Academy. At 
his first job at the 82nd St. precinct, he 
learns that the romantic, idealistic vision

he has of a cop’s life is in reality, just a 
dream. He is immediately confronted 
with the graft and payoff system of the 
underworld to the police department. 
Because he is his own person, a total 
individual, he has little to do with his 
fellow officers and earns the tag of 
“weirdo.” 

Next assigned to a plainclothes unit, 
Serpico lets his hair grow and cultivates a 
beard and mustache. His favorite uniform 
is jeans and sandals. He has a love of 
classical music and ballet and because of 
these “unmanly” feelings, he’s accused of 
being a “cocksucker” by his superior 
officer. 

During this mid-60’s period, he’s 
automatically typed as “hippie.” He 
moves to a flat in Greenwich Village and 
meets a young actress with whom he has 
a brief affair. She can’t take his life as a 
policeman any longer and finally leaves to 
marry a boyhood love. 

Serpico moves on to another precinct 
and another woman — nurse/neighbor 
Barbar Eda-Young. Again he encounters 
the smae type of graft and corruption 
that is slowly eating away at him. He feels 
that no one is on his side - that of the 
honest cop. Not even his association with 
Ivy-League type fellow officer Tony 
Roberts is successful. 

Finally after years of frustrated effort, 
he decides the only way to bring 
attention to the situation is through a 
talk with the New York Times. The 
nespaper report rocks the foundation of 
the big city and only then does the Mayor 
appoint a Special Investigation 
Commission to explore these “alleged” 
corruptions. Serpico finally decideto 
become a witness at the hearings although 
he knows that this will mark him as a 













“stool pigeon informer” and turn his 
fellow workers totally against him as well 
as put his life in danger. 

With no further desire to be a cop, 
after recovering form his nearly critical 
wounds - which may or may not have 
been prevented if his fellow cops would 
have assisted — he leaves the department 
and as the closing credits disclosed, today 
Frank Serpico is now living in 
Switzerland. 

Pacino breathes life into the character 
and becomes Frank Serpico totally. His is 
an accomplished performance fully 
deserving of the accollades he is currently 
receiving for the role. 

Although the supporting cast are 
basically lesser or unknown actors, each 
one is excellent without exception. Mood 
music is provided in the excellent score 
by Mikis Theodorakis. The film was 
lovingly put together under the skilled 
directorial hand of Sidney Lumet. 

“Serpico” is truly a fine film and one 
that bears watching during Academy 
Award time.

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AN EXCITING CYRANO’ 

The American Conservatory Theatre 
has once again scored an ace with its 
latest addition to this years’ season, 
Edmond Rostand’s “Cyrano de 
Bergerac.” 

The production, under the direction 
of William Ball, is a superb blend of 
talent, timing -and staging that brings 
forth a touching and memorable version 
of Cyrano unlike others in memory, 
although, at first the production appears 
to be set in a low key, it proves within 
time to be very much alive. The emphasis 
for this version has been altered from the 
typical comedic tour-de-force for Cyrano 
to focus on the development of the 
curious love triangle of its three main 
characters. 

The play traces the heroics, the lust 
for life and the only love affair of the 
subtly poetic and flamboyant Cyrano de 
Bergerac. Cyrano is brilliantly portrayed 
by Peter Donat, who is a veteran of many 
A.C.T. productions. He masterfully 
understates the more human and warm 
character of Cyrano while still managing 
to provide the virile facade that one 
expects of the role. Mr. Donat did, 
indeed, create a new life into the role of 
Cyrano that brought the opening night 
audience to its feet at the conclusion. 



Miss May’s interpretation of Roxane is 
slow to begin but builds into a tender and 
beautiful protrayal. 

Paul Shenar is featured as the ruthless 
Count de Guiche, and along with 
Elizabeth Huddle as the Duenna, are an 
exciting addition to the cast in thier 
respective roles. Also adding to this 
splendid production are the creative sets 
by Robert Blackman, the pleasing music 
of Lee Hoiby and the expert fencing 
sequence choreographed by Patrick 
Crean. 


Peter Donat brought the audience to their feet 
as CYRANO. 

Marc Singer, as Christian, the 
handsome co-suitor to Roxane has a 
personal appeal that is very impressive. 
He establishes a new awareness in the 
character of Christian unlike any I’ve seen 
in the past. What is more often than not 
an unrewarding role sees life and vitality 
in the form of Marc Singer. 

Roxane, played by Deborah May, is 
the female interest of both Cyrano and 
Christian. She is courted by Christian 
who has joined forces with Cyrano for his 
eloquent speeches. However, it is not 
until the final moments of the play that 
Roxane realizes who her real suitor was.

If the FIX was not on 
here then it was tlie most obvious example of 
poor judgment I have ever witnessed. 

At^this point let me qualify myself to speak 
out on this matter. I am not a resident of 
California and have no involvement with any 
contestant. I am a talent co-ordinator for 
several very successful entertainment interests 
on both coasts. I was a judge in the 1968 Miss 
U.S.A. contest. 

In judging a BEAUTY CONTEST, as these 
were, criterion should be based on Poise, 
Beauty, and Confidence in one’s self on the 
part of the contestant. Politics are the first 
thing that must be ruled out and the judges 
should be completely removed from any 
connection with any contestant. In these events 
they were not. 

Based upon the above, the winners in each 
contest rated only FAIR.

As you are probably 
aware, San Francisco has the largest Gay 
population in the world and within our 
community we have strived to bring good 
theater to the area utilizing both straight 
dramatic vehicles and popular musicals. 

We have produced such things as “Flello, 
Dolly!”, “A Funny Thing Happened On The 
Way to The Forum,” “Once Upon A Mattress,” 
“Marne,” “Boys In The Band,” “Light Up The 
Sky,” “Anything Goes,” “The Boyfriend,” 
“Wonderful Town,” “Dames At Sea,” and last 
fall I had the personal honor of perfomring all 
three male roles in “Plaza Suite.” Casting is 
currently underway for a revival of “Little Me.” 

These productions are done utilizing an 
“all-male” cast which is to say the least, 
“unique” in theater circles. They are not done 
“Camp” but adhere strictly to the original 
scripts. To give you an idea of the scale; 
“Marne” had a budget of $32,000.00 and played 
to a vast and very mixed theater audience.
